SECURTTY TEAM REJECTS BRIBE OFFER

[i Text_7 It was afternoon. he sun felt like fire on the road, but Nguyen Thang's 
inspection team at Bui Du in Jan Lang Village, Son La Province, continued to alertly 
imspect the pedestrians and vehicles passing by. 


Far away, a truck was speeding toward the station, its horn blaring. Thang signalled 
to the driver to stop. Instead of coming to a stop, the driver stepped on the 
accelerator, plowed through the barrier across the road and sped away. 


Determined not to allow the vehicle to escape, Thang quickly turned over tne work 
at the station to someone else and, along with two other comrades, pursued the 
vehicle. He knew that the vehicle could not go far because the stream toward 
which it was heading was swollen with water. When he saw the truck stop along 
side the road, Thang made a quick decision: to inspect it immediately. If they 
resisted, they would have to subdue them impodiately. 


Seeing the public security troops, the faces of the driver and the passengers in 
the truck changed color. Knowing that he could not defend his action, the driver 
presented Thang his papers for inspection. 


The driver's name was fo Dinh De and his truck, license number 13A-19-71, belonged 
to the A. Enterprise in Tan Yen District, Ha Bac Province. Also travelling in the 
truck were four other persons, one of whom was Dung, the owner of the cargo. In 

his inspection of their papers, [Thang discovered that the seals on their orders 

were counterfeit seals. The truck was carrying a full load of galingale flour, which 
Dung stated he had purchased from civilians. The driver and the passengexs of the 
truck had to be taken back to the station to file a report. 


Alone with chang in the truck, Dung, taking advantage of this opportunity, placed a 
bag of money in fhang's hand and said: “We were wrong to pass the station and | 
hope you will forget the entire incidents; in this bag is a small amount of money for 
you to buy yourself a drink in the hope that you will help us. In the future, we 
will be passing by here frequently.” 














Looking Dung straight in the eye, Thang stated: "You violated the law and are now 
using money to bribe a cadre to conceal your mistake; you have committed two crimes 
at once.” Calling Le and Bien to join him, Thang opened the bag of money and counted 
720 dong; he then issued Dung a written warning and confiscated the money. 


Back at the station, the passengers of the truck revealed their true identities, 
Dung, the deputy director of X. Enterprise, in Tan Yen. Ha Bac Province, had 
conspired wiih the driver io Dinh De, amd the others to draw up fraudulent papers 
in order to use a truck of the enterprise to engage in illegal trade in Son La. 
All of them were detained for further investigation.

YOUNG SECURITY PROOPS CRACK DOWN ON IULBGAL TRADE

[text_] Duc Long in que Vo District, Ha Bac Province, is the place at which the 
Cau River, the lauong River, the Thai Binh River and the Luc Nam River converge. 

All cargo being shipped from Haiphong to the northern provinces passes by Duc Long. 
On the day that they accepted their task of protecting the cargo shipped passed 

Duc Long, the five Communist Youth Union members of the Security Police Office of 
the Ha Bac Public Security Service, Trinh Dac Dang, Pham Trong Son, Nguyen Van Ha, 
Nguyen Van :hoi and .rinh Van Khai, could not help but feel apprehensive and worriel. 
They are still very young, both in years and experience. heir work on the river 
was totally new to them. No one knew if they could perform it well. However, 

in the nearly 1 year that these five Youth Union members have been working here, they 
have effectively put an end to negative phenomena at this river junction. 


iney have relied upon the party committee echelon and government to mobilize the 
rasses to build a people's security network. At first, the people were hesitant, 
fearful that decadent elements would intimidate them. Seeing that they were young 
but devoted to their work, that they struggle relentlessly against those who earn 
their livings illegally, the people came to understand what they were trying to 

do and gave them their support. In only a short period of time, 33 people's 
security teams were in operation, supplying accurate information on the activities 
of decadent elements. As a result, these five youths have effectively thwarted 
attempts to steal and disperse goods belonging to the state. 


In addition to being resourceful, it is also necessary to possess strong abilities 
and pure revolutionary qualities as well. Here, those who earn their livings 
illegally resort to many different tricks in a vain attempt to deceive the public 
security troops. Lonely whistles at night, a flotilla of boats suddenly turning off 
their engines and coming to a stop and a tugboat being detached from the barges in 
tow-—-the tricks of dishonest elements trying to steal goods from the state do not 
escape their vigilant eyes. In the iess than 1 year that they have been protecting 
the river route, the Duc Long security police team has investigated and made a list 
of the decadent elements active in the area, of the junks and fishing boats that leave 
and enter the area and has promptly stopped them whenever something suspicious has 
been noticed. 











Once, when it was learned that a flotilla of boats dispersing stolen cement would 
pass by their location, Nguyen Van Ha and Nguyen Van Thoi laid in ambush for an 
entire day and night; on the following morning, when they saw a flotilla of six 
boats from the Cau River /ransportation Cooperative carrying heavy loads of stone, 
Ha and Thoil quickly inspected them. Beneath a layer of stone, they discovered 131 
bags of cement belonging to the state. The thieves looked furtively at them. The 
person in charge of the boats, Loan, quickly took four 50 dong notes and placed 
them in their hands, saying in a smooth spoken manner; 


--"Take this and nave yourselves a good time. You work hard night © oy and 
receive a meager salary. jake it, there is notody here but us.” 


When the two young public security troops sternly warned him about .... a:tempted 
bribery, Loan thought that they were asking for more, so, he offered them 500 

dong more and a good Japanese watch in the hope that he could have the incident 
forgotten. The two public security troops immediately drew up a report confiscating 
the 131 bags of cement, 700 dong and the Japanese watch. That day was 14 August 
1960, ard it was not the first time that decadent elements had offered them a bribe. 
In the nearly 1 year that they have been working at the Duc Long Station, practically 
every one of them has been offered a bribe but refused to take it. Not one of them 
has fallen to the temptation of attempted bribes. The Duc Long River security team 
with its Youth Union members has reclaimed for the state 3,029 kilograms of grain, 
1,500 kilograms of coal, 10 cubic meters of precious wood of various types and 

3,890 dong in cash. And, of greatest value is that they have built among the people 
trust in themselves and the sense of protecting the property of the state, thereby 
eitectively thwarting negative pnenomena on the river.

Ll Text_/ On 3 November 1980, the National Assembly Standing Committee met in 
regular session under the chairmanship of Truong Chinh, chairman of the National 
Assembly Standing Committee. 


Attending this session were representatives of the Council of Ministers, the People's 
Supreme Court, the People's Supreme Procuratorate and the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the National Assembly. 


1. The National Assembly Standing Committee heard a report on the 67th Congress of 
the Alliance of National Assemblies held in Berlin (the German Democratic Republic) 
in September 1980. 


2. At the suggestion of the Council of Ministers, the National Assembly Standing 
Committee decided to bestow posthumously the title Labor Hero upon Nguyen Van Ngu, 
a bus driver of the Hai Hung Province Passenger Motor Transport Corporation for 
his especially outstanding achievement in saving lives and saving property o* — 
people. 


3. At the suggestion of the chairman of the National Assembly Standing Comm. 3, 
the National Assembly Standing Committee appointed one judge and six alternate 
judges to the People's Supreme Court. 


4% The National Assembly Standing Committee decided a number of other matters 
related to trial procedures of the People's Supreme Court.

EDITORIAL URGES COOPERATIVES TO ENGAGE IN COMMERCE

| Editorial: ''Cooperative Commerce" ] 


{| Text] A component of the socialist commerce, cooperative commerce, along 
with state-operated commerce, organizes the circulation of most goods in the 
market. Although collective commerce is different from state-operated commerce 
in terms of organizing methods and business activities, it directly assumes the 
task of being the rear service for production and the housekeeper of society and 
satisfying the realistic needs of production and life which the state-operated com- 
merce is still unable to satisfy. Many marketing cooperatives, consumer coop- 
eratives and "stores of the working men" in Thanh Hoa, Thai Binh, Vinh Phu, 

Bac Thai and Hai Hung Provinces, Haiphong, Ho Chi Minh City, a number of local- 
ities in Nam Bo and Trung Bo, etc. have not ceased to extend their business opera- 
tions. These installations have supplied from breeding plants and animals, ordi- 
nary tools and secondary materials for production to scattered farm products, dis- 
carded products, consumer goods, foods and beverages; provided repairing ser- 
vices; organized weddings and funerals in accordance with the new way of living, 
etc. 


The cooperative commercial network goes from the wide delta and densely popu- 
lated cities to the remote mountainous areas and faraway islands. An organiza- 
tion of the collective economy, closely linked with the life of the majority of farm- 
ers and working people, mostly in artisan industry and handicrafts in the cities, 
the marketing and consumer cooperatives have a very broad scope of activities, 
can do business in a flexible and mobile manner and are commercial agents not 
only for the goods that exist in large quantities but also for the miscellaneous 
iterns that are small but necessary for the everyday activities of the people. The 
collective commercial installations are under favorable conditions for keeping a 
tight control over the on-the-spot sources of goods. They purchase farm products, 
foods, forest products and sea products in the nonconcentrated production areas 
and from the families having secondary economic activities, as well as the re- 
maining products farmers have after they have fulfilled their obligation to the 
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state. They deal in the kinds of artisan industrial and handicraft goods in the lo- 
calities that do not come under management or supply of raw materials and mate- 
rials by the state. The extending of business beyond the goods that are included 
in the plan, in addition to doing the task of serving as agents for the purchase of 
farm products and sales of industrial goods, creates a volume of goods circulated 
in the organized market being larger and larger everyday and further tightens 
the relationships among the working people in rural areas and cities. Through 
its positive activities, collective commerce helps to strengthen the material force 
of the organized market to allow it to compete with the ''free'' market, fights 
again. t the speculative activities and illegal deals, ensures for the socialist com- 
merce the ability to gradually strengthen its leading position and stabilizes prices 
and the standard of living. 


Collective commerce plays an important long-term role. The state-operated 
commercial installations and the marketing and consumer cooperatives are the 
two components of a unified socialist commerce. It is wrong to turn these two 
components into artificial opponents to each other or to say that a development of 
the cooperatives will create a conflict of interests for the state-operated com- 
merce. The task of strengthening and extending the socialist commercial system 
requires that we boldly develop and systematically consolidate all forms of mar- 
keting and consumer cooperatives. 


Cooperative commerce, like its state-operated counterpart, must be skillful in 
buying, and selling; flexibly use the business and prices formula both to serve in 
time production and life and to ensure being able to cover the circulation costs, 
while earning the right profit; and promote its usefulness as a guide for consump- 
tion and a force to help lower prices on the free market. The extension of the 
network of organization and business activities of marketing and consumer coop- 
erations must result from the requirements of the actual situation. A very im- 
portant thing is that the cadres and staff members of these cooperatives must be 
very carefully selected among those persons who know how to do business but not 
to steal. The activities of the entire marketing cooperatives sector must be pro- 
fessionally guided and subject te control by the masses and technical control. The 
procedures for wages, rewards and punishment must be clearly determined and 
correctly carried out. If their organization is extended as the need requires it 
and then nothing is done afterwards, many bad things will unavoidably happen. 


We must, as an immediate need to fulfill, correct the things that remain illogical, 
overcome any weaknesses and negative phenomena, correctly implement the 
principles of socialist management and business and respect the cooperative mem- 
bers' collective ownership right.

Ll vext_] In 1979, in order to create the conditions for the development of 
consumer goods production, the Council of Ministers issued resolution number 279/CP, 
which is designed to provide incentive for the production and circulation of goods 
produced from recycled materials and local materials not managed by the state. 
Response to the resolution came rapidly and, in only about 1 year, 64 of the 91 
factories of the light industrial sector have organized the production of goods 
outside the plan. In the artisan and handicraft sector, the production of these 
types of products is being expanded. In Hanoi, nearly 1,000 cooperative teams 

and handicraftsmen have asked to register themselves to produce these products. 

Many secondary raw materials and local raw materials have been put into production, 
thereby creating more diverse sources of goods. Organizing the purchasing of goods 
outside the plan in order to put them into organized circulation has become a 
pressing task. As the sources of goods have increased, the socialist commerce sector 
should have been able to control a significant quantity of goods; to date, however, 
the value of the goods purchased outside the plan by the majority of the merchandise 
sectors and localities only constitutes 5 percent of their business. Why is this? 


Shortcomings 


Our commerce units are accustomed to buying and selling merchandise under the plan 
and have not promptly established an organization or mode of operation suited to the 
task of doing business in products outside the plan. 


Doing ousiness in these types of products at negotiated prices demands that units 

be able to buy and able to sell these products. At present, however, commerce units 
have not been given permission by the merchandise sectors and the local people's 
committees to buy and sell goods on their own. [he approval of prices is frequently 
slow and not consistent with actual prices. The amount of goods produced outside 
the plan is large and the business in these goods is complicated; however, some 
commerce services have not concerned themselves with providing installations with 
professional guidance. Importance has not been attached to providing material 
incentives. Many of the units that did business in products outside the plan in 
1979 still have not allocated money from their profits for bonuses and public welfare 
at the basic level. 














Management is loose in many areas. AS a result, more than a few goods flow to the 
outside from state sources. At many production units, the practices of retaining 
goods for internal distribution or sending them to the market on the outside in 
exchange for food products or other industrial goods are rather widespread. During 
the first several months of the year, one rubber goods factory held back 18,000 
inferior tires for internal distribution. Some units even use raw materials and 
fuel provided by the state as trade items, thereby posing difficulties in production 
and hampering the effort by the state to centralize the sources of goods. 


In view of the fact that production is characterized by difficulties, the supply of 
materials is not well-coordinated and some products are produced lacking a few 
subsidiary raw materials, production units must find some of their own materials. 
As regards these products, the commerce sector purchases them at prices that are 
guaranteed to cover production costs. However, many installations comider these 
products to be products produced outside the plan and demand that they be sold 

at negotiated prices. che trend of changing products that are produced under the 
plan into products produced outside the plan is developing at many places, not only 
causing the prices of goods to increase, but also impeding the effort to centralize 
the sources of goods and circulate them in an organized manner. 


ihe sources of consumer goods produced under contracts for the commerce sector 

have declined significantly, partially because installations are selling discarded 
materials on the outside. ihe Hanoi industrial Goods Contract Purchasing Corporation 
once had 600 installations producing products under contract using discarded 
materials purchased from various enterprises; today, it has only 300 installations. 
Dozens of products that were produced in large, stable quantities for many years by 
the contract corporation have now disappeared. Meanwhile, the free market has grown 
in a random fashion. Dozens of peddlers can be found assembled in front of the 
counters selling bicycle spare parts in Hanoi and Ha Nam Ninh Province. 


Goods Are Expensive but of Poor quality 


Consumers are not satisfied witn the quality and price of goods produced outside 
tne plan. Some bicycle parts made of plated iron rust after only a few months of 
use. Many products of cotton cloth and silk, many children’s clothing items and 
so forth are of poor quality out cost more than they once did. 


The nigh prices of goods produced outside the plan are partially the result of 
unjustified price increases by units that sell discarded materials. Some units have 
raised the prices of discarded materials higher than the prices of primary raw 
materials. here is also a situation in which some commerce units do not comply 
with the division of purchasing areas, thereby creating competition over sources of 
goods and driving prices upward. he Ho Chi Minh City Foreign [rade Enterprise once 
had 150 tons of cotton fiber which it nad agreed to sell to the Cloth and fhread 
General Corporation at a price of 4.5 dong per kilogram. At that time, the Hanoi 
industrial Goods Contract Purchasing Corporation raised the price to 6.5 dong in order 
to purchase the 150 tons of fiber itself. Once it had purchased this cotton fiber, 
this corporation resold it to the Hanoi Cotton Enterprise at a profit. In the end, 
the Cloth and Thread General Corporation had to purchase the cotton at a price of 8 
dong per kilogram in order to produce cotton blankets! 
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sne inaccurate distribution of raw materials to production installations has also 
created a situation in which raw materials are purchased and resold. Dong Nai, 

Dong Thap and Long An Provinces were distributed fiber for the production of face 
cloths; however, because they did not have the necessary looms, the raw materials 
were sold and the place that needed them for production had to pey negotiated prices. 


she contract ordering of goods outside the plan is not tightly managed. Many places 
establish their prices not on the basis of the price of the raw materials or the 
cost of contract production, but on the basis of prices on the unorganized market. 
Some places even include the cost of between-shift meals in the production costs 

of subsidiary shops. In the past, the Sao Vang Rubber Goods Factory had many 
inferior bicycle tires which it consigned to the commerce sector for sale at reduced 
prices. Recently, the factory began sending these tires back to its subsidiary 
shops to be repaired in order to increase their use value. This was a proper step 
to take, but it is regrettable that the factor) now charges 1.36 times more for these 
poor quality tires than it does for its regular grade of tires. Prices have also 
been unreasonably increased for poor quality exported shoes and boots, children’s 
clothing and so forth. ihe profits from many goods produced outside the plan are 
ertificially created. secause they fear the difficulties they might encounter, 

more than a few commerce installations have not attached importance to supporting 
production or organizing the development of local sources of goods, rather, they 


still place heavy emphasis upon travelling long distances and trading with one another. 


This is also one reason why the prices of goods produced outside the plan are high. 
ine Correct Method of Operating 


Many obstacles are still encountered in doing business in industrial consumer 
goods outside the plan. ‘jumerous commerce units have taken appropriate steps to 
overcome the problems raised by production, distribution and circulation, thereby 
insuring that the development of production is stimulated and the sources of goods 
are controlled. 


As a result of making full use of their surplus labor and machinery on their 

various production lines in order to produce goods outside the plan, the subsidiary 
shops in sac thai Province do not have the ability to produce finished, complex 
products. One place that produces iron bicycle handle bars and brakes does not have 
the ability to piate its products. Conversely, some places have surplus plating 
capacity but are unable to produce the product. ‘he Bac rhai commerce sector 
purcnases tnese unfinished products for further processing, thereby producing a 
finished prodict and establishing contacts among the industrial production 
installations so that they can produce consumer goods outside the plan and put these 
goods into organized circulation. ihe Bac /hai commerce sector also uses goods 
produced outside the plan to trade with farmers, purchasing food products which are 
supplied to the enterprises that serve lunches at a cost of 10 percent of the goods 
sold by the enterprise to the commerce sector. 


in view of the fact that there is a lack of agreement between the commerce sector 
and production installations comerning purchasing prices and in order to control 
the ources of goods and create the conditions for installations to develop their 
production, the Commerce Corporation of Nam Ninh District in Ha Nam Ninh Province 
and the Hanoi Industrial Goods Contract Purchasing Corporation have organized 
consignment stores. in the 2nd quarter alone, the Mo Market Consignment Store in 
Hanoi sold 520,000 dong worth of merchandise on consignment. 
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In the recent past, although many places have been encountering aifficulties in 
purchasing discarded materials for use in production, the Level I Leather-Rubber 
Goods Corporation of the Merchandise General Corporation has achieved good results 
in its purchasing activities through the level 11 commerce network. [he corporation 
has been trading plastic sandals for old plastic, thereby significantly reducing 
the use of cash and preventing small merchants from controlling the sources of 
woods and raising prices. 





.ne facts presented actove show that in order to accelerate the production and 
circulation of industrial consumer goods outside the plan, it is necessary to 
adopt a flexiole mode of business and a suitable form of organization. [he various 
policies that provide incentive for tne production and circulation of goods outside 
the plan must be tully implemented in order to satisfy all three interests. 


sne level i commerce corporations must try to do a good job of circulating goods 
outside tne plan anong tne various regions of the country, stimulate the 
development of production and correct the problem of level Il commerce corporations 
competing against one another for purchases and driving market prices upward. 

It is necessary to define exactly what a product produced outside the plan is so 
that installations accelerate their production and business in a proper manner.

[2ext_] Our country's ecomay is encountering numerous difficulties: production 
is developing slowly, labor productivity and economic returns are low and distribution 
and circulation, despite many efforts, are still marked by mimerous weaknesses and 
shortcomings. Distribution and circulation are marked by many major difficulties, 
imbalances and unwholesome factors that adversely affect the production and the 


everyday life of the working people. 


jhe basic course that must be taken to overcome the difficulties in the economy and 
everyday life is to make every effort to accelerate production, carry out 
socialist industrialization and build the system of large-scale socialist pro- 
duction while carrying out circulation and distribution well. 


ine Party Central Committee and government have issued important decisions on 
improving distribution and circulation (financial, banking, commerce, prices and 
wages) with a view toward: 


~-3timulating production, especially agricultural production, consumer goods 
production and the production of exports; providing incentive for higher labor 
productivity and economic returns; 


~-otabllizing the tinancial system, the circulation of money and the market and 
strengthening the state's control of sources of goods; 


~-Gtablligzing and gradually improving the standard of living of the working people 
within the state and collective sectors, primarily manual workers and cadres. 


Tne basic spirit of the improvement of distribution and circulation is to take 
determined steps to abolish the administrative-subsidy style of management, implement 
the socialist mode of business, achieve the combined strength of the dictatorship 

of the proletariat and intensify state inspections and control. On the basis of 





firmly adhering to the plan, considering it to be the center of the management 
system, we must make widespread use of commodity- money relations and strong use of 
economic levers. 


Under present conditions, the improvement of distribution and circulation must 
resolve a number of difficult and complex problems in policy as well as the 
organization of implementation. in the immediate future, we must perform the 
following important jobs well: 


1. che greatest possible effort must be made to maintain and gradually improve 
tne standard of living of the working people within the state and collective 
sectors, especially the standard of living of the manual workers, cadres and 
people in those areas that nave been ravaged by war and serious natural disasters. 





At present, the working people are encountering numerous difficulties in their 
everyday lives, with the greatest difficulties being experienced by the manual 
workers, civil servants and farmers in those areas that have been ravaged by war 
and natural disasters. ia ntaining the living standard of the working people is 
a basic as well as an extremely important immediate task. 


che most basic way to resolve this problem is to accelerate production; at the 
same time, we aust strongly improve distribution. Due to present economic 
circumstances and in view of the fact that we have experienced many major changes, 
it is necessary to redistribute national income on a society-wide scale and adjust 
the incomes of the various strata of the people in a fair and reasonable manner. 
.ne general principles are to insure the successful completion of the three strategic 
tasks: maintaining the standard of living of the working people, strengthening the 
national defense and security systems and continuing to build the material- 
tecnnical bases of socialism; coordinating the three interests well: the interests 
of society, the inverests of the collective and the interests of the individual 
worker; and correctly implementing the principle of distribution in accordance with 
labor. 


AS regards the daily lives of manual workers and civil servants, the measure of 
foremost importance in the immediate future is to supply them with the most essential 
products, especially grain and food products, at stable prices. If, because of 
economic conditions and the common good, it is necessary to revise a few retail 
prices, the state must take steps to make appropriate compensation. While providing 
the supply of products mentioned above, we make take every possible step to 

organize production, reorganize labor and organize contracts and piecework wages 

so that manual workers and civil servants have ample work, work with high productivity 
ind, on this basis, raise their incomes; we must struggle to stabilize prices in 
order to maintain real wages. Various forms of temporary allowances and subsidies 
must be used when necessary to maintain the standard of living of manual workers 

and civil servants. 





.ne most important measure in maintaining the living standard of farmers is to 


use the policies on investments, prices, purchases and the supplying of instruments 
of production and consumer goods to stimulate the strong development of agricultural 
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production and provide incentive for workers to produce with enthusiasm and sell 
products to the state under obligations as well as over and above obligations at 
directed prices and negotiated prices. 


Ae regards those areas that are encountering special difficulties as a result of 
natural disasters or enemy attacks, the state must take special steps to provide 
them with assistance, such as supplying them with grain and seed, providing then 
with loans, granting them tax exemptions and so forth and mobilizing the people 

to help one another to restore and expand production and stabilize their everyday 
liver. 


2. On the basis of making every effort to accelerate production, we must do a good 


job of purchasing grain, agricultural products and industrial goods, considering 
this to be the decisive element in distribution and circulation. 


in view of the fact that the level of production is still low, the ability to 
supply goods is still limited and the needs for the various types of products are 
large and rapidly rising, the matter of concentrating the sources of goods in the 
nands of the state has become tne element of decisive importance in distribution and 
circulation. Only by controlling the sources of goods is it possible to insure that 
the army, manual workers and civil servants are supplied with the products they need 
and possible to have industrial goods to trade with farmers, thereby establishing 
the economic alliance of workers and farmers and providing raw materials for 
industry and goods for exportation. Only by controlling the sources of goods is it 
possible to create fair and reasonable distribution to meet the pressing needs of 
production, everyday life and the national defense system and lay the material 

bases for managing the market and stabilizing prices. 


ine sources of goods within the country include: grain, agricultural products, 
forestry products and marine products produced primarily by the collective and 
private economic sectors and industrial goods produced primarily by the state- 
operated enterprises and artisan and handicraft cooperatives and partially by 
private individuals. 


.© insure that the state controls grain, agricultural products, forestry products 

and marine products, it is of utmost importance to inplement, in a very good and 
consistent manner, the policy on stabilizing the obligations of cooperatives, 
production collectives and farmers. Under this policy, obligations are stabilized 

for a * year period and consist of two typess agricultural taxes (collected primarily 
in product) and products sold to the state at directed prices. Once these obligations 
have been met, farmers can freely consume or circulate the remaining products. If 

the state needs to purchase these products also, it will do so at negotiated prices. 
sn areas in which private production is still widespread, obligations cannot be 
stabilized yet and long-term contracts cannot be signed yet, the state-operated 
purchasing and commerce agencies can and must implement a flexible mode of purcnases 
and sales witn farmers: purchasing agricultural products and selling industrial 

goods at negotiated prices. 


.he experience in our country has shown: the policy of stati lizing obligations 
insures the good coordination of all three interests: the interests of society, the 





collective and the individual laborer, Whenever and wherever this policy has been 
implemented correctly, farmers are enthusiastic, production develops and the state 
controls the sources of agricultural products. 


Commodity trade with farmers is in the nature of a two-way obligation: for the 
sake of industrialization and the protection of the fatherland, farmers have the 
obligation to sell grain and agricultural products to the state; on the basis of 
Supporting and stimulating production, the state closely coordinates the purchase 
of agricultural products with the supplying of instruments of production and 
consumer goods to agriculture and farmers. Commodity trade relations with farmers 
must reflect the following principles: 


~-Centralized production areas based on state planning ani plans benefit more 
than decentralized production areas; 


--Cooperatives and production collectives benefit more than private households; 


~-[rading with the state on the basis of contracts and at directed prices is more 
beneficial than trading without a contract and at free market prices. 


.o insure that the state controls the sources of industrial goods, it is of 
pressing importance that the state-operated enterprises scrupulously implement the 
regulations on the delivery of products to the state. State-operated enterprises 
operate under the state plan using machinery, equipment and labor provided by the 
ctate and practically all of their raw materials, fuel and energy are supplied by the 
state as well; therefore, they aust turn their products over to the state, both 

the products produced under the plan and products produced “outside the plan.” Only 
when the supply organization or state-operated commerce organization does nt 
purchase its products can the enterprise market its products on its own, provided 
that ite marketing operations comply with the regulations of the state. By means of 
the price policy, wage policy, profit distribution policy and so forth, the state 
encourages enterprises to take the initiative and make full use of their equipment, 
labor and various sources of supplies to produce products outside the plan and 
subsidiary products that earn profits for the enterprise; at the same time, it is 
the policy of tne state to circulate the commodities produced by the state-operated 


economy in a planned manner and constantly strengthen the organized socialist 
market. 


3}. Strong, well-coordinated use must be made of economic and administrative measures 
to otrengtnen market managener.t. 


In recent years, due to economic difficulties and shortcomings in management, the 
“free” market hac developed an unwholesome manner, thereby having an adverse 
impact upon production, distribution, circulation and everyday life. Therefore, 


we must strengthen tne management of the market and gradually build the unified 
socialist market. 


Positive steps must be taxen to broaden the business activities of state-operated 
commerce and cooperative commerce; business under the state plan and outside the 
state plan at directed prices and negotiated prices in purchases, wholesales and 
retail sales. his is the most ocasic way to limit and eventually abolish the 
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spontaneous, negative impact of the "free" market and wage an effective struggle 
against speculation and price increases by private merchants, thereby supporting 
voth production and everyday life well. 


in order to create the conditions for socialist commerce to expand its business, 

it is necessary to revise a number of prices and implement a two price policys 

stable supply prices for goods supplied to manual workers, civil servants and persons 
with economic ties to the state and commerce business prices. Commerce business 
prices must enable the commerce organizations to cover their costs, including the 
costs of goods purchased at negotiated prices, earn a proper profit, have the 

effect of guiding consumption and reduce the level of unreasonable compensation for 
losses by business organizations and the state budget. 


ln conjunction with broadening the business activities of state-operated commerce 
and cooperatives, we must take strict administrative measures, with particular 
attention to tne following: 


--laproving the collection of industrial and commercial taxes and promptly collecting 
all taxes due in exact accordance with policy; 


~-Jdegistering and issuing licenses to businesses in industry, commerce and the 
services in order to reorganize and manage the market; 


--lntensifying inspections and strengthening the management of the market and 
promptly prosecuting actions that violate the policies of the state, with harsh 
punisament for actc of speculation and smuggling, which are seriously harming the 
interests of the state and the working people. 


4, An effort must be made to balance the state budget, improve the management of 
cash and regulate the flow of money. 


under tne conditions of an economy in which small-scale production is still widespread, 
an economy that has experienced a long period of war and must build socialism 

while preparing to resist a war of aggression, stabilizing the national financial 
system is an extremely important task. 


sne basic requiremer.t in stabilizing the national financial system is to balance 
the oudget on the uasis of developing the economy, heightening the returns from 
production and insuring the fulfillment of the economic and political tasks of the 
state. 


ne basic measures for balancing the budget are increasing revenues and reducing 
expenditures. Every possible measure must be taken to collect all available revenue: 
increasing revenues from tne state-operated economy on the basis of expanding 
production and business, raising labor productivity and reducing production and 
circulation costs; increasing the revenue from taxes on agriculture, industry and 
commerce on the basis of providing incentive for developing production and business 
in the proper direction and fully complying with the policies and regulations of the 
state; and taxing positive steps to collect revenue from the other sources. [very 
effort must be made to reduce expenditures in capital construction and reduce 
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administrative, professional and the other types of expenditures. In particular, 
every necessary measure must be taker, to reduce budget deficits by endeavoring to 
reduce production and circulation costs; correcting the problem of assets being 
lost; revising the prices of some imported goods as well as domestically produced 
goods that now cause us to incur losses; eliminating unnecessary subsidies, etc. 
Large and unreasonable deficits are not only a heavy burden upon the budget, but 
also cause the financial system to become a system of subsidies, weaken the system 
of cost accounting, do not provide incentive for production and do not encourage 
the practice of economy in production or everyday life. 


In conjunction with endeavoring to balance the budget, we must improve the management 
of cash by enterprises and cooperatives; implement the system of financial accounts 
and cash management for private business households; and mobilize as much of the 
idle capital withinsociety as possible and strengthen the role played by the bank in 
inspecting business activities. cogether with mobilizing the various sources of 
capital well, we must improve the granting of loans to support the acceleration of 
production and circulation and insure returns from credit. Basically balancing the 
budget and regulating the flow of money are both the results of and the prerequisites 
to the state's controlling goods, controlling money, gradually becoming the master 
of the market, stabilizing the economy and, on this basis, accelerating production 
and maintaining the standard of living of the people. 





10 correctly resolve the various problems involved in distribution and circulation, 
we must place them within the common circumstances of the country at this time: 
our backward, underdeveloped economy has been ravaged by many years of war and 

now faces the constant threat of a war of aggression unleashed by the Beijing 
expansionists; continuous natural disasters have occurred; and the struggle between 
socialism and capitalism is a sharp struggle. Therefore, in the improvement of 
distritution and circulation, we must fully realize the advantages in our favor and 
fully realize the difficulties we face. We must firmly adhere to the general 
guidelines, take positive and resolute steps to carry out distribution and circulation 
measures in a well-coordinated manner within a unified structure, create the 
conditions for and stimulate production, raise labor productivity and stabilize the 
standard of living. On the other hand, however, we must work in a planned, gradual 
and selective manner during each period of time. Conservatism and hesitancy as 
well as subjectiveness and impetuousness are harmful.

SYNTHESIZING OF BASIC RESEARCH PROGRAMS DISCUSSED 
Hanoi TAP CHI HOAT DONG KHOA HOC in Vietnamese No 7, Jul 80 pp 16-17 & 12

(Text ] In September 1979 the conference held to preliminarily recapitulate the 
organization and management of the combined research programs for the Tay Bac, Cen- 
tral Highlands, Mekong Delta, and Thuan Hai-Minh Hai coastal areas reached conclu- 
sions about the programs, which must undergo state-one recapitulations in 1960. We 
believe that the results of the present recapitulation cycle will have an important 
Significance regarding both theory and practice in the sphere of researching our 
country's natural resources and natural conditions. Within the framework of our 
initial thoughts, we would like to offer a number of opinions regarding that impor- 
tant, urgent matter. 


The foremost objective of synthesis is to meet two requirements -- service to the 
economy and a scientific significance. Those two requirements cannot be separated 
from one another, for only on a scientific basis can correct recommendations be made 
to serve the economy. In order to attain those two requirements, the objectives of 
the synthesizing must be: 


1. Synthesizing the results of the basic studies of each area before we organize 
programized research, and categorizing those results and evaluating those results 
for succeeding programs and for other purposes. 


2. On the basis of previous knowledge, determining the basic laws of the natural 
conditions of those localities and, by studying the interaction of the components, 
discovering and grasping the special characteristics of the laws of distribution and 
development, as well as the effects of the natural environment. Those are the 
premises for the most effective use of natural resources. At the same time, those 
results will supplement the specialized research of the various sectors. 


3. On the basis of the scientific results that have been obtained, during the 

current synthesizing cycle, each program must clarify the service objectives that 
have been set forth when beginning to draft research program plans as well as the 
objectives that arise in the process of implementing the programs, in which it is 
necessary to make recommendations regarding the use of natural resources and the 
natural conditions in the localities, and practically serve the 191 plan and the 
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third five-year plan of the national economy in general, as well as of each locality 
in particular. With regard to matters for which there are insufficient necessary to 
draft plans for further research. 


4, Learning lessons regarding the organization, and the methods for carrying out, a 
ee of combined research that is appropriate to the actual circumstances of 
letnam. 


The programs must adhere closely to the above objectives, an in addition to making 
an overview in order to get a general idea of the natural resources and natural con- 
ditions of the area being studied, we must, tc a certain degree, illuminate the 
distinctive problems of the area. The Central Highlands program must inc) we the 
topics of bauxite deposits in the basalt layer and the relationship between exploit- 
ing that natural resource and developing agriculture and forestry. Furthermore, 
finding solutions to the problems of protecting the scrub forests and the pasture- 
lands, and of zoning and protecting natureal areas in a number of regions, is also a 
current topic. 


With regard to the Tay Bac program, there ar: problems regarding potential mineral 
deposits, the use of soil, the evaluation o’ water resources, and the exploitation 
and restoration of forests. Furthermore, cinere must be official policies regarding 
the exploitation of special forestry products and the protection of some areas 
representative of our country's animal life. The time has perhaps arrived that 
those two programs reach clear conclusions regarding erosion, in order to use soil 
as well as possible and avoid damaging the downstream areas. 


In the Mekong Delta -- the homeland's number-one rice basket -- there are many 
pressing problems which must be illuminated, such as agricultural land, capability 
for increasing the number of growing seasons and expanding the area of improved 
alkaline and saline land, the use of surface water, and the evaluation of biological 
resources (fish, shrimp, ginseng, and the other special products). Furthermore, 

if possible it is necessary to illuminate research on exploiting and using under- 
ground water to serve production and life. 


In the combined research program for the Thuan Hai-Minh Hai coastal area, the initial 
synthesis regarding the natural resources and natural conditions throughout the 
region is very necessary. In addition to synthesizing, it is necessary to prelimi- 
marily recapitulate in 1980 such special problems as the resource of mid-level fish 
and upper-level fish (surface fish), and the special products resources (shrimp, 
squid, seaweed, etc.). The programs for the Thuan Hai-Minh Hai and Mekong Delta 
areas must be coordinated with each other to clarify a number of problems of the 
river mouth areas, where the sea resources and the river resources affect each 

other. 


Each program will have its own method of organization and course of action, but in 
the present phase we believe that it is necessary to do a good job of carrying out 
tne following principal tasks: 


a. On the basis of our present knowledge of the natural resources and natural con- 
ditions of the area being studied, the committee directing the program should 
reexamine the research objectives and contents that were established in the begin- 
ning, as well as the problems that arise in the course of implementing the progran, 
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in order to determine which problems can be dealt with during the current synthe- 
Sizing cycle, which ones may be dealt with but can be completed only with the conoen- 
tration of forces, and which ones cannot yet be dealt with. With regard to problems 
which despite the encountering of many difficulties must be dealt with because of 
their importance vis-a-vis the 1961 and 1961-1985 economic plans, the committees 
directing the programs must provide guidance and concentrate the necessary forces in 
order to defenitively resolve them. Such d cisions will be the basis on which to 
draft an action plan which is flexible but still assures the over-all schedule of the 
program as a whole. After the conference to preliminarily recapitulate the four 
programs was held in September 1979, such tasks were carried out with regard to a 
number of programs, and certain results were attained. We believe that it is 
necessary to continue to develop those results. 


b. In the present phase, we believe that it is necessary to sei up a combined com- 
mittee (or a recapitulation committee) to assist the committees directing the pro- 
grams should manage all aspects, from the beginning until there is a final product, 
but in actuality they do not do so. The combined committee will be responsible for 
the scientific aspects and for preparing the program's final report, so it would be 
best if it were made up of people who work in each program, and it could include 
some people outside the programs. The combined committee should consist of perhaps 
three to five members, and its activities should be placed under the direct guidance 
of the programs’ boards of directors. 


The programs’ boards of directors rely on the program management organs and the 
relevant organs to create the necessary conditions (locations, materials, facili- 
ties, etc.) so that the combined committee can operate effectively. 


c. After the plans and organizations have been determined, the synthesizing com- 
mittees by all means develop as rapidly and fully as possible the results that have 
already been attained. They should not wait until the topics are completed in turn. 
And that is a precondition for the synthesizing committees to perform the following 
tasks with regard to the program boards of directors: 


Monitoring the projects and advising the boards which ones are being carried out too 
slowly in comparison to the requirements and schedule of the combined plan. 


Organizing supplementary forces for the weak aspects of the programs, if necessary. 


Organizing joint study groups to evaluate the matters of decisive significance in 
determining the laws of the subject being investegated. 


Organizing research to resolve problems about which there are many divergent opin- 
ions in determining the direction for developing a strength or an area within the 
region being researched. 


Each program must set clear deadlines by which final reports for the topics must be 
submitted to the committee so that they may be synthesized. 


d. After final reports on the various topics have been submitted to the program 
board of directors, the synthesizing committees will work in the final phase to 
complete the program's report. Here, we must pay attention to the final adjustment, 
for only thereby can we hope to achieve results rapidly, effectively, and defini- 
tively at the specialized conferences held to evaluate results. 
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e. Finally, organizing conferences to evaluate the results of the programs drafted 
by the synthesizing committee is also a task that must be strictly carried out. 


The scientific value and actual significance of the research results must be fully 
reflected in the following materials: 


The combined report of the program, including an all-round evaluation of the natural 
resources and natural conditions of the region that was studied, and makes general 
recommendations regarding the explo’ tation, use, and protection of the natural 
resources and natural conditions cf the region as a whole or of some key areas 
within the region. 


The basic research documents regarding each specialized topic and regarding each 
type of natural resource and natural condition of the region researched, including 
evaluations and recommendations regarding the exploitation and use of those docu- 
ments. 


The over-all and specialized reports regarding the localities in the area that has 
been researched. 


The key areas should also make specialized reports regarding their strengths, or 
draft specific plans if there are conditions for doing so. 


Summary reports regarding lessons learned in the course of the program, in organizing 
the program, in drafting reconciliation and development plans, etc. 


The results of each program are dependent on the process of carrying it out, but the 
activities of the boards of directors of the programs and the synthesizing committees 
are especially important in the final recapitulation phase. For we believe that now 
we have the best conditions ever for combining the results of research, and we are 
going all-out to reach the optimal methods of a combined research progran. 


Finally, we believe that all-out efforts should be made to recapitulate the programs 


in 1980. If the recapitulation is carried over into 1961, difficulties will be 
encountered in meeting the needs, especially for funds.

¢* cext_/ .ne climate and hydrology are tne prerequisites of foremost importance 
to achieving returns in agricultural production. .hrough many years of practical 
experience, our people learned: ".iming is more important than skill.” 


Our country extends over many degrees of latitude and has areas that lie at many 
different altitudes and have complex terrains. Generally speaking, our country 
lies in the tropical zone of seasonal winds. ihe climate changes drastically 
depending upon the time of year and upon the region anc area. We must have a 

full understanding of these characteristics and complex changes before we can adopt 
appropriate agricultural production plans. 


Considering supporting agriculture to be its central task, the meteorology-hydrology 
sector has made an effort to apply technical advances and strengthen the setwork 

Of stations that collect scasic data; on this basis, it has gradually improved 

tne quality of its weatner forecasts, hydrology forecasts, typhoon and flood warnings, 
iorecasts of the sortheast seasonal winds and so forth and begun to deeply research 

a nmumoer of subjects regarding tne agricultural climate. 


As agricultural production develops, it demands increasingly detailed and diverse 
support from the meveorology-hydrology sector in order to meet the requirements of 
each district or group of districts (tnat nave similar climatic and hydrological 
conditions); in addition to good snort-range forecasts, agriculture also requires 
long-term forecasts and detailed research on the agricultural climate to clarify 

the relationsnip among tne climate, the weather and specific crops. To perform these 
Jobs, it is necessary to improve the organization, guidance and management of 
meteorological-hydrological work, apply tne advances of science and technology better 
with each passing day, provide tne material-technical bases needed by the research 
agencies and tne various stations, attach importance to training and improving the 
skills of tne corps of cadres and so forth. Close and effective coordination with 
related sectors, most importantly the agricultural and water conservancy sectors, 

as well as direct assistance from the provincial, municipal and district levels are 
very necessary. 

















“ne me Leorological-nydrological stations, whose principal task used to be conducting 
wasiec Lavestigations, must now attach more importance to promptly supporting the 
practical needs of tne provincial and district levels in the guidance of agriculture. 
Unly with complete and accurate basic data is it possible to support agriculture 
well, hese data must be promptly analysed and processed not only for use in 
lamediate forecasts, tut also for use in determining the laws that govern the climate 
and the weather ia the various regions of our country. in the immediate future, we 
must quickly determine the characteristics of the climate and hydrology in each area 
oO. every province, 


@teorological-nydrological work supports agricultural production in many ways, 

and we ca:not perform all of the work required at once, Only by establishing clear 
objectives for each stage, objectives that are consistent with the actual require- 
ments of agriculture in eacn area, and focusing our efforts on these objectives,

NW CROPLAND MANAGEMENT PHOCZDURES DESCRIBED

[Replies to Readers column: “Concerning the Compiling of Statistics on Cropland” _/ 


[ivext_] ‘he Cropland hanagement Department (the Ministry of Agriculture) has 
responded to the readers’ questions concerning the compiling of statistics on 
cropland as follows: decision number 201-CP dated 1 July 1980 of the Council of 
Ministers on unifying the management of cropland and improving cropland management 
throughout the country stipulates: “In order to unify the management of croplani, 
all organizations and individuals using cropland must accurately report the amount 
of cropland they have and register the various types of cropland they are using in 
the land registration books of the state. Those organizations or iniividuals that 
are determined to be the legal users of cropland will be issued certificates that 
give them the right to use this cropland. Once cropland has been declared and 
registered, all agencies of the state and people must, whenever there is a change 


in the configuration of cropland, complete the reporting procedures stipulated by 
the state.” 


in the near future, the state will organize the registration and the compilation of 
Statistics on cropland throughout the country. che pilot projects conducted in the 
provinces of Thai Sinh, Haiphong, Ha Bac, Vinh Phu, Bac [hai and Cuu Long have 
shown that the following practical results are achieved: 


1. ‘There are still many agricultural production cooperatives that allow cropland 
to be illegally occupied, that allocate cropland in a haphazard manner, that allow 
cropland to lie fallow and so forth, thereby causing a marked decline in collective 
production and causing the income of cooperative members from the collective 
economy to ve increasingly lower than their income from the subsidiary household 
economy. families that do not occupy cropland and actively participate in the 

work of the collective are very upset over families that illegally occupy cropland 
and only concern themselves with their own crop production. Cooperative members 
not enthusiastically participating in collective production, the failure to sake 
full use of the cropland of cooperatives, land lying fallow and a decline in the 
collective economy are the consequences of loosely managing cropland that has been 
illegally occupied or allocated in a haphazard manner. The purposes of the 
registration of cropland and the compilation of statistics on cropland are to 
verify and record the legal right to use cropland in state land management books for 
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each state agency, each cooperative and each individual and, at the same tine, 
resoive each speciiic case involving the Lilegal ocoupation of cropland in a manner 
that conforms with both reason and sentiment in order to strengthen unity in the 
countryside and insure that collective production and howehold production develop 
togetner in tne correct direction. The resolution of the antagonisms arising in 
\ksputes over cropland through the registration of cropland and te compilation of 
statistics on cropland will improve the cooperative relations among the state 
agencies, state farms and local people. 


2. The amount and type of cropland of each cropland owner as accurately verified 
in the cropland registration and statistics will be the legal foundation for 
insuring the unanigity of the interests of the state, the collective and the 
individual. The state will provide assistance and supply technica) mterials 
(farm implements, fertilizer, insecticide, seed ami so forth) to the users of 
cropland for the purpose of developing production. The user of the cropland has 
reciprocal obligations to the country (to pay lami taxes, sell agricultural products, 
pay water conservancy costs, pay the cost of mechanical plowing and harrowing and 
so forth). fhe obligations of both sides are computed on the basis of an 
accurately established amount and type of cropland. As a result, the situation 
will no longer exist in which the amount of cropland is falsely reported and the 
type of cropland is downgraded, a situation which has existed in previous years 
and only served to venefit the users of cropland. in the internal relations of 
cooperatives, the accurate verification of the amount and type of cropland will 
provide a good basis for implementing a system of fair and reasonable contracts 
and will prevent the practice of awarding expensive contracts or inexpensive 
contracts so that one unit or cooperative seaber earns a high profit while another 
unit or cooperative member suffers a loss, etc. 


3. «shenever agencies or the people cause changes in the configuration of croplani, 
the purpose for which cropland is used or the right to use cropland, such changes 
must be reported in exact accordance with the stipulated procedures of the Council 
of Ministers concerning the registration of cropland ani cropland statistics. As 
& result, the state will be able to insure that all cropland, in general, is used 
in an efficient manner in exact accordance with general planning and plans; at the 
same time, it will be able to preserve the amount and the fertility of agricultural 
land, thereby putting an end to the practices of allocating and using agricultural 
land in a haphagard, wasteful manner. 


4. 0 implement the regulations presented above well, it is necessary at all times 
to have accurate and readily available statistical data on cropland in order to 
research cropland use instead of having to confluct investigations and compile 
statistics on cropland as was the practice in previous years, a practice which 
required much money, labor and time but still yielded limited results in terms of 
tne degree of accuracy, the amount of time these statistics could be used and their 
legal value. 


AS tne primary element in the state's management of all arable land within the 
country, the registration of cropland ami the compilation of statistics on cropland 
must be carried out, the sooner the better, so that we can achieve the effects 
mentionec above and rapidly coring the management of cropland umier the socialist 
system of law.

HA NAM NINH ACTS TO COUNTER CROP LOSSES DUE TO STORM

| Text] Expending Much Energy, Labor 


The heavy rains in Typhoon No 4 caused flood that affected 49, 000 of the 79, 000 
hectares of the tenth-month rice crop in Ha Nam Ninh Province. In the spirit of 
revolutionary offensive, within only a month after the storm, by fighting the 
flood and planting new crops at the same time, the province was able to grow 
crops in more than 140,000 hectares, or 93 percent of the area planned. The 
rice plants are growing nicely. Early in September, because of continual heavy 
rains resulting from some tropical low pressure systems, 47,000 hectares of the 
tenth-month rice were totally flooded; 28,000 hectares were submerged, with 
only a few tops of rice plants remaining visible; almost all of the remaining area 
was waterlogged. 


The party organization and people of the province then resumed the fighting in a 
more bitter and more decisive manner. By human labor and with such available 
means as buckets, water wheels, electric and hydraulic purnps and such methods 
as joint watering and self-evacuating and automatic flow, the province was able 
to save tens of thousands of hectares of rice crop from waterlogging and flooding 
and has decided to save all of the flooded and waterlogged fields. But in mid- 
September, Typhoon No 6 with force-10, -11 and -12 winds released its destruc- 
tive power right in the twice-stricken rice crop-growing area. The area that 
was waterlogged and flooded was extended for a prolonged period. Nearly 49,000 
hectares were totally flooded; 2,000 hectares were submerged, with only a few 
tops of rice plants reraining visible; a lot of ears of the early-growing rice 
plants were blown away. 


Fighting the flood to save the rice cro) and protecting and caring for the tenth- 
month rice became the number one ceutral task of the province as a whole. The 
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province temporarily ordered a ban of large, prolonged and not-so-necessary 
meetings as it wanted to concentrate leadership on fighting the flood and saving 
the rice crop. Many groups of cadres went to the districts to assume direct and 
permanent leadership over this work. The province tried to attain the highest 
cultivated area and yield. The central authorities also gave Ha Nam Ninh a con- 
siderable quantity of nitrate fertilizer. The industrial production installations 
temporarily interrupted productive work in different sections to save electric 
power, which was used to fight the flood and to save the rice crop. All electric 
and hydraulic pump stations were working continuously. Workers in the electric 
power, machine, water conservancy and motor repairs sectors worked day and 
night in the fields and repaired in time any broken transmission lines and pumps. 


The province mobilized its entire work force and sent it to the fields to build em- 
bankments, to isolate the unaffected ricefields and to use every means possible to 
fight the flood and to save the rice crop. Many cooperatives and districts had 
everyday thousands and tens of thousands of people in the fields bailing out water 
to save the crop. 


The cooperatives determined the fertilizing formulas for different varieties of 
rice and mobilized all sources of fertilizers for the crops. Where water had re- 
ceded, they organized manpower for washing rice leaves, getting rid of moss, 
weeding, applying fertilizer, destroying harmful insects and trapping rats. As 
the early rice ripened, they harvested it neatly and quickly, without allowing any 
losses in the fields. The farmers said the grains of rice this year were as pre- 
cious as grains of gold, since they resulted from much energy and labor being ex- 
pended and much devotion and love. 


More Winter Crops 


This year Ha Nam Ninh Province strives to grow 52,000 hectares of winter crops 
(including 20,000 hectares of potatoes). A nearly 50 percent increase as com- 
parec with the 1979 winter crop season. It has plans for leading all localities and 
production installations toward fully using all land and mobilizing the entire work 
force for the winter crop season. Winter crops are to be grown in high rice- 
fields, two-crop ricefields, newly opened land and every available plot to be found 
in and around organs, schools, enterprises and army barracks; sweet potato cut- 
tings, particularly of the short-term high-yield varieties, are to be produced 
from ricefield embankments, small hills and land along river banks. Many coop- 
eratives have plans for positive winter season production for both the collectives 
and their members’ families. Many localities, after maintaining a land-area 
balance in the plans of their cooperatives, have been able to lease some land to 
the organs, enterprises, schools and troops stationed in the localities for winter 
crops. The resolution of the Provincial VCP Standing Committee clearly states 
that ‘winter crop products are not included in the food distribution scheme of co- 
operatives and can be traded at agreed prices. Enterprises can use winter crop 
products to achieve the goal of partial grain self-sufficiency. Cadres and workers 
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can arrange their work to have some leave, or if necessary can ask their organs 
and enterprises to give them time off to join their families in growing winter 
crops on schedule, '' 


In thie winter crop season, Ha Nam Ninh encounters many difficulties in connec- 
tion with seeds, fertilizer, soil preparations and even crop-growing schedule. 
Many cooperatives and localities, particularly those localities that have much ex- 
perience in growing winter crops, have kept their seed stocks under good control 
and management and have acquired additional seeds (particularly potato cuttings). 
Winter crops require a lot of fertilizer. Many localities have launched a move- 
ment for making fertilizer, composting green manure and seeking every available 
source of fertilizer for winter crops. The fact that this year's tenth-month rice 
harvest was late because of repeated transplanting, which caused irregular ripen- 
ing, and that the planned allocation of rice varieties had to be changed did affect 
the soil-preparing job. This does not include the ricefields that are to be included 
in the area for winter crops that remain flooded, which makes the soil-preparing 
job even more difficult. Many cooperatives and localities have been paying atten- 
tion to assuming tight leadership over using pumps and buckets to evacuate water 
to allow on-schedule soil preparations and have plans for effective arrangement of 
manpower, tools and draft power so as to put them to work whenever the condi- 
tions are proper for soil-preparing work and to avoid relying on machinery. 


Further developing the experience of Dao Ly Cooperative (in Ly Nhan District) in 
growing winter crops in wet soil in a rather large area (75 percent of the cultivated 
area) and the experience of Yen Nhan Cooperative (in Y Yen District) in practicing 
intensive cultivation (four-crop cycle), other cooperatives in the province are 
striving to grow good winter crops. 


Resolving the Grain Problem 


As many as 40 cooperatives have sustained total losses; 80 cooperatives have lost 
about 80 percent of their tenth-month rice crop areas; some districts have lost 
half of their crops. In the province as a whole, total losses of crops occurred in 
nearly 44,000 out of the 143,000 hectares of rice crop. It is obvious that the 
tenth-month rice crop this year will be far worse than that in previous years in 
terms of area, yield and total volume of production. The standard of living will 
certainly be lowered if there are no firm coordinated total measures in produc- 
tion, distribution and circulation and if consumption is not reduced. 


In the last few years, as the movement for being self-sufficient in grain consump- 
tion for a few months was vigorously developed in many organs, enterprises, 
schools and army units, it actually helped to reduce some grain difficulties. The 
wrong understanding of self-sufficient production, which led to wrong action and 
created difficulties, trouble and inconveniences for the localities, was corrected 
in time. 'n the difficult situation as encountered by the state, many cadres and 
workers voluntarily accepted reduced monthly grain shares or voluntarily refused 
to receive their grain for one or 2 months. 
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In the winter crop season last year, many collectives, organs and enterprises 
which had leased tens of hectares of land from the cooperatives to grow winter 
crops were able to harvest hundreds of tons of potatoes, sweet potatoes, vegeta- 
bles and beans of different kinds. Further exploiting that achievement, this year 
many organs, enterprises, schools and army units have sent their cadres to get 
in touch with the agricultural cooperatives for leasing land from them while get- 
ting seeds and fertilizer ready and arranging manpower for growing winter crops. 


Many enterprises, work sites and artisan industrial and handicraft cooperatives 
have been overcoming difficulties, seeking additional materials and raw materi- 
als and stepping up production so as to supply the state with more products to be 
exchanged for beyond-the-plan grain from farmers. 


In addition to letting the state control the grain, Ha Nam Ninh maintains strict 
management of the supply of grain to ensure that the limited quantities of grain 

it has are distributed to the right persons and by the right standard. At the same 
time, it mobilizes cadres, workers and civil servants and urges them to over- 
come difficulties, to save as much grain as possible and to voluntarily let the 
state borrow their grain or to reduce their shares of grain; reduces the quantities 
of grain to be consumed at a conference; strengthens market management and 
fights speculative grain deals and raising of grain prices; and strictly bans the use 
of grain to make moonshine and imposes severe punishments on violators of the 
management and distribution procedures, grain thieves and wasteful users of 
grain. 
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MECHANIZATION OF AGRICULTURE IN CENTRAL HIGHLANDS DISCUSSED

[Text] I. Special Characteristics: 


The Central Highlands are a vast plateau area which has a natural area of 5.4 
million hectares, of which nearly 2 million hectares may be developed for agricul- 
ture. The terrain of the Central Highlands is relatively flat: most of the lands is 
gradually inclined, rolling land which is usually concentrated in areas pf thousands 
of hectares. Basaltic soil accounts for 1.2 hectares, mixed soil for .5 hectares, 
and alluvial soil for .2 hectares. The cultivable soil is of average or light 
texture. There are two seasons: the rainy season (hot and humid), from May to 
October, and the dry season (cool and dry), from November to April. The average 
annual rainfall is 1700 to 2300 millimeters, and the rainfall is intense and concen- 
trated. The weather, climate, and soil of the Central Highlands are favorable for 
the development of many kinds of industrial crops for export, such as coffee, 
rubber, and mulberry, such staple foods as rice, corn, beans, peanuts, and manoic, 
and pastureland for raising such large stock as watter buffaloes, cattle, etc. 


The agricultural potential of the Central Highlands is great, but at present only 
about 5 percent of the natural land is used for agriculture. The land-use ratio is 
low (about 1.1), and rice and corn yields amount to only between 1.1 and 1.2 tons 
per hectare per year. 


There is little agricultural labor because the population is sparse (the population 
density is 22 people per square kilometers). Cultivation is still backward (the 
ethnic minority peoples are not accustomed to plowing and harrowing, so few water 
buffaloes and oxen are used as draft animals). There are few draft animals -- 
110,000 to 120,000 water buffaloes and cattle -- in the area. 


II. Some Results of the Institute of Agricultural Implements and Mechanization. 


In order to develop the strengths of the Central Highlands regariing the Central 
Highlands with regari to potential capability to develop industrial crops for export, 
stock raising, staple food crops, etc., it is necessary to determine the directions 
and contents regarding technical and agricultural mechanization in that area. Since 
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1974-1975 the Institute of Agricultural Implements and Mechanization has studied 
and surveyed the natural, economic, and social conditions of that area, and has 
experimented with and tried out machinery and the mechanization of some aspects of 
production: cultivation, stock raising, and the processing of agricultural pro- 
ducts, Specifically, it has: 


Studied and surveyed the special characteristics and requirements of agricultural 
production in a number of principal production areas in the Central Highlands. 


In the course of its studies, demonstrated that the development of industrial crops 
for export grown in large areas is a strength of the Central Highlands, for that 
region accounts for 60 percent of the nation's basaltic soil. In-Gia lai-Kon Tum 
and Dac lac there have been temporarily zoned 170,090 hectares for coffee and 
290,000 hectares for rubber; in Lam Dong and Gia Lai-on Tum there have been zoned 
an area of 20,000 to 30,000 hectares for tea and 20,000 to 30,000 hectares for 
mulberry. Furthermore, in the various areas there are still capabilities for 
developing such fruits as pineapples, bananas, breadfruit, etc. Since the hilly 
land slopes gently, there are also capabilities for developing staple food crops, 
especially subsidiary food crops: 275,000 hectares are zoned for hill rice and wet 
rice, 250,000 hectares are zoned for corn, beans, and peanuts, and 150,000 hectares 
are zoned for manioc. With regard to stock raising, a strong point of the Central 
Highlands, 100,000 water buffaloes and 800,000 cattle are planned, with milk cattle 
being concentrated in the Lam Dong area. 


Studied the terrain and physical nature of the agricultural land in the Central 
Highlands (the dimensions of the fields, and the resistance of the soil when 
plowing the ma'n types of soil). The terrain of the plateau is relatively flat and 
slopes gently, has large fields, and has a thick layer of topsoil. There are 
fields thousands of hectares in extent. The cultivated land is of average or 
light texture, and the resistance of the soil when plowing is .4 to .6 kilograms 
per square centimeter. The terrain and soil are favorable for the development of 
dry crops and the raising of large livestock, and for the rapid mechanization of 
the various aspects of agricultural production. 


Experimented with and tried out equipment and machinery used in mechanizing land 
clearing, soil preparation, corn and rice planting, fertilization, digging and 
processing manioc, etc. 


The results of experiments in using machinery to clear land in the Central Highlands 
show that undeveloped land there has characteristics similar to undeveloped land in 
a number of other areas, so it is possible to use motive power and work machines to 
mechanize the various tasks, from bulldozing trees and picking up the branches to 
locating and cutting roots, plowing, and harrowing. But in omer to economize in 
the use of machinery and rapidly expand the cultivated area, it is necessary to 
concentrate machinery first of all on deep probing to detect roots, combined with 
the use of exploisives and manual labor. Deep-probing, root-locating machine 
XS-1.8, designed by the Institute of Agricultural Implements and Mechanization, 
used in combination with tractor model DT-75 in experiments in Krong Bach District, 
Dac Lac Province, probed to a depth of 40 to 50 centimeters, with a productivity of 
.5 to .8 hectares per hour. Excavation machinery used in land clearing can be 

used in creating fields, digging d‘tches and building embankments to counter 
erosion, building irrigation systems, building reservoirs, and building roads, 








thus saving much manual labor. In one hour a ditch-digging machine, used in combina- 
tion with tractor model DI-75, dug al kilometers of Class-3 drainage ditch (1 to 
1.2 meters wide, .4 to .5 meters deep). 


In mechanizing soil preparation, it is possible to use such widely used soil-prepa- 
ration, it is possible to use such widely used soil-preparation combines as four- 
wheeled 50-80 horsepower tractors such as the MTZ combine, with PN-3-35 three-blade 
plows, harrowing discs, blade harrow PK-1.6, and the caterpillar-tread tractor 
DT-75 in combination with the PN-+-35 tiller and heavy harrowing discs on dry 
fields, the MTZ four-wheeled tractor with the C-5-25 plow, the BRN-2.5 wet-field 
harrow, and the PB-1.6 wet-field blade harrow, or wire-mesh wheels used on wet-rice 
paddies. 


With regard to the mechanization of the harvesting and processing of agricultural 
products, the concentrated cultivation in the Central Highlands demand the mechani- 
gation of harvesting and processing. Recently our Institute, in cooperation with a 
number of other research organs, experimented with the harvesting and preliminary 
processing of corn and manioc in Dac Lac. With regard to corn, we experimented with 
the use of corn-harvesting machinery, corn-separating machinery, and machinery to 
air out corn. With regard to manioc, the Institute, in cooperation with Agricul- 
tural College No. 1, experimented with manioc-digging machine DS-1, manioc-peelirg 
machine LSS-1 (one ton per hour), a machine to mash dried manioc, and a machine to 
grind flour, in accordance with the harvesting schedule. The processing of manioc 
by drying whole tubers is appropriate to the dry season, during which there is a 
shortage of water, and fully utilizes the sunniness of the Central Highlands. 
Manioc was dug by machine, peeled by machine, dried in the fields, cleaned by 
machine, and stored. Wher ready for use machines were used to break up the manioc 
into small pieces and to grind them into flour. The results demonstrated that the 
technical rules and operational principles of the machinery were good. At present, 
models are being perfected so that they can be used to serve manioc production pl 
plans in the Central Highlands. 


III. The Methods and Contents of Providing Technical Equipment and Mechanizing 
Agriculture in the Central Highlands. 


If we are to develop agricultural production in the Central Highlands to meet local 
food needs and create a source of commodity agricultural products, it is necessary 
to pay attention to providing technical equipment for agriculture. The results 
attained by the Institute form the initial basis on which to draft directions and 
contents for providing technicai equipment for and mechanizing agriculture in the 
Central Highlands area during the coming period. 


Due to the special characteristics of the Central Highlands region -- its labor 
Shortage and low technical level -- an urgent requirement is to strengthen the 
agricultural labor forces and provide production implements that are appropriate to 
the various cultivation tasks, from land clearing, excavation, soil-preparation, 
planting, and tending, to harvesting and processing agricultural products. The 
instruments must be sufficient in numbers and of goood quality. At the same time, 
there must be a plan for improving the labor skills of the agricultural producers. 
Especially, it is necessary to widely disseminate techniques for using water 
buffaloes and oxen to plow and harrow, to prepare the soil on dry fields and wet 
rice land, techniques for transplanting and harvesting rice, etc. 
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The terrain conditions of the Central Highlands are favorable for developing the 
mechanization of the various aspects of agricultural production. But in order to 
attain good economic results it is necessary to determine the directions and 
contents of agricultural mechanization and the appropriate types and sizes of 
machines. Motors supplied for agriculture in the Central Highlands include sta- 
tionary motors and moblile motors. Agricultura’ production there requires much 
energy, in order to obtain water for irrigation and process agricultural products. 
It is necessary to positively develop hydroclectricity, especially on small and 
medium scales, in orde. to fully utilize the many rivers, creeks, lakes, and dams, 
and facilitate the obtaining of water and the processing of agricultural products. 
We may consider the direct utilization of water power (turbine pumps, vacuum pumps ). 
Furthermore, it is necessary to provide steam-powered engines to fully utilize 
firewood and waste wood when exploiting forests, and to provide additional engines 
which use liquid fuel. 


With regard to mobile engines, in addition to animal draft power it is necessary to 
develop the various kinds of mechanized motive power. We recommend the immediate 
institution of a tractor system that is rational and appropriate to the special 
characteristics and requirements of production, with a princinal structure of large 
tractors (50-60 to 100-130 horsepower). Caterpills-tread tractors of 75, 100, and 
130 horsepower will be used to clear land, pull up roots, plow newly reclaimed land, 
and move earth to build up fields, build irrigation projects and roads, etc. Four- 
wheeled tractors of about 50 horsepower will be used to prepare soil on dry land 
at wet rice land, sow seets, fertilize, tend crops, harvest, and transport. Two- 
wheeled tractors of about 12 horsepower will be used to prepare soil on dry fields 
and wet rice land, to till between rows of crops, etc. 


The contents and degree of mechanization: 


Because of the labor shortage, it is necessary to provide effective motive power, 
implements, and machinery. But due to limited capital, equipment, and materials, we 
must determine the central concerns: 


The emphasis of mechanization: Since the agricultural land area is still too smali 
(5 percent of the natural area), machinery must serve first of all land clearing and 
the construction of irrigation projects in order to, within a certain period of 
time, create additional acreage for the areas specializing in growing staple food 
and agricultural products for export. At the same time, in order to assure inten- 
sive cultivation despite limited labor forces, it is necessary to promote the 
mechanization of land preparation, irrigation, harvesting, and the processing of a 
agricultural products to produce food for people, feed for animals, and agricul- 
tural products for export. 


The focal points of mechanization are the areas producing agricultural products for 
export, such as coffee, tea, rubber, and mulberry; areas specializing in growing 
such staple foods as rice, corn, and manioc; and pastureland for concentrated stock 
raising. 


The mechanization of land clearing, the construction uf fields, and the construction 
of irrigation projects: 
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In clearing land in the Central Highlands it is possible to use motive power and 
work machines to mechanize the various tasks, from bulldozing trees, gathering up 
branches, detecting and pulling up roots, and plowing and harrowing the reclained 
land. The deep-probing, root-detecting XS-1.8 model of the Institute of Agricul- 
tural Implements and Mechanization may be used in combination with tractor model 
DT-75. Diteh-digging machine KZY-93B may be used in combination with tractor model 
DT-75 in detecting roots, probing deeply, and digging ditches to serve the cons- 
truction of fields and irrigation systems. 


Mechanizing land clearing: 


It is possible to make wide use of four-wheel tractors of 50 to 80 horsepower, such 
as model MTZ, in combination with three-blade plow model PN-3-35, disk harrow model 
PK-L6, or caterpillar tractor model DT-75 in combination with four-bladed plow model 
PN-~+-35 and heavy harrow discs on dry fields. Four-wheeled tractor model MTZ with 
five-bladed harrow model C-5-25, wet-field harrow model BRN-2.5, and wet-field blade 
harrow model PB-1.6, or wire-net wheels used in wet-rice paddies. 


Upland fields with small areas and steep inclination must be plowed and harrowed 
principally by water buffaloes and oxen. 


Mechanizing irrigation: 


The dry season is long, so the mechanization of irrigation is especially important 
in order to increase cultivation, add a dry season, and support perennial crops. 
Experiences in using water pumps to pump water to irrigate rice and irrigation 
sprinklers for coffee plantations in Buon Me Thuot and tea at Bau Can must be 
disseminated. At present, it is necessary to provide additional irrigation machines 
for the fields that have been zoned and have sources of water (electric-powered 
pumps, diesel engines, vacuum pumps, sprinklers, etc.). 


Mechanizing harvesting and the processing of agricultural products and animal feed: 


In mechanizing harvesting and processing we must, with regard to corn and manicc 
provide machinery researched by the Institute and a number of other organs. W 
regard to the processing of coffee, tea, and rubber we must equip the productic 
bases along tne lines of industrial production lines. 


Mechanizing transportation: 


Our direction is to use tractors for medium-distance transporting and trucks for 
long-distance transportation. It is necessary to build hari-surfaced roads to 
assure transportation during the rainy season. 


Rear-services bases: 


To enable tractors and agricultural machinery to operate well, and not have to go 
long distances for repairs, we must equip the Central Highlands with a and large 
repair base and a number of medium and small tractors and agricultural machinery. 
Spare parts needed for tractors and diesel engines must be supplied promptly in 
order to develop the capability of the machinery to a high degree. 
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IV. Some Recommendations: 


The Central Highlands are a very important agricultural area with regard to meeting 
the domestic and export agricultural needs, and require additional technical equip- 
ment. But it is a production area which is developing, basic studies have not been 
completed, and economic-technical research in general as well as with regard to 
agricultural mechanization has only just begun. Therefore, in order to equip Cen- 
tral Highlands agriculture technically in such a way as to bring about high economic 
effectiveness, we recommend: 


l. First of all, the positive application of the research results and the initial 
production experiences in determining the directions, contents, and levels, and in 
selecting types and sizes of motive power and machinery that are appropriate to 
each area in the Central Highlands. At present it is necessary to inventory and 
review all existing machines and implements, in order to fully grasp quantity and 
quality and take steps to fully utilize and increase the effectiveness of equipment. 
In order to prepare to provide additional equipment it is necessary to closely 
study the special characteristics of the soil, the organization production, and the 
level of management, and make complete preparations before providing additional 
equipment. 


2. That we resolutely provide and use machinery and implements in a concentrated 
manner in land clearing, soil preparation, and processing, and in a selective manner 
in the areas specializing in coffee, tea, corn, rice, manioc, on pastureland, etc. 


3. With regard to the technical direction, that only machines and equipment that 
have undergone experiment and trials and have been deemed appropriate to the pro- 
duction conditions in the Central Highlands be supplied. 


4. Agricultural production in the Central Highlands is very rich and includes many 
production areas and many types of crops. It demands that we study the mechaniza- 
tion and electrification of agriculture systematically, from basic studies regarding 
the natural and socio-economic characteristics to the researching of technical and 
management matters to serve as a basis on which to draft a complete plan for the 
region. In omer to fulfill that task, it is recommended that the state authorize 
the establishment of a research center on the mechanization of agriculture in the 
Central Highlands, which would be a branch of the Institute of Agricultural 
Implements and Mecnanization.

COAL OUTPUT RAISED AT HON GAI-CAM PHA

{text_7 The Hon Gai-Cam Pha mine area produces nearly 90 percent of the output of 
the coal sector; however, as of the end of the 3rd quarter, it had only completed 
slightly more than ore-half of its plan for 1980. The dry season has begun, thereby 
facilitating the mining of coal. The Hon Gai Coal Corporation is organizing and 
managing the operations of the entire production line in such . way as to increase 
the production of coal by 50 percent. 


As regards the various strip mines, maintaining the correct ratio between the 
stripping of overburden and the extraction of coal is a strict requirement. 

However, it is possible to give priority to coal shovels ina suitable manner. Every 
mine has areas in which tnere are large quantities of “prepared coal”; in these 
areas, it is necessary to concentrate efforts on mining coal by reducing the number 
of trucks that are transporting overburden and increasing the number of trucks that 
are transporting coal. ihe Coc 6, Deo Nai and Ha fu mines have taken positive 

steps to shift their operations in this direction. The Coc 6 mine has positioned 
pumps in order to work around the clock draining the Ta Ngan shaft and the northern 
shaft, as a result of which it will extract about 1 million tons of coal. The Ha ju 
mine has ved number 10 and the Deo Nai mine has the northern shaft, both of which are 
Places that have improved tunnels that facilitate the use of coal digging machines. 
At the ha Lam and .hong Nhat underground mines, the continued importance of the work 
faces is evident. fhe worksites number 54, western Phay & and Tan Lap of th* Ha Lam 
mine and worksites number 125A, number 1258 and western Khe Sim of the [hong Nhat 
mine have exposed veins rich in coal. By concentrating their forces on developing 
these points, they have also mined a significant quantity of coal during this dry 
season. in October, the Hon Gai-Cam Pha area has produced nearly 20,000 tons of 

coal each day. 


The failure of transportation to keep pace with mining operations has long created 
an imbalance within the coal producing areas. What can be done to deliver all mined 
coal to wharves? /o begin with, full use is being made of all types of vehicles to 
transport coal, despite tne very limited supply of gasoline and oil, repair services 
and spare parts. .ne various mines have consolidated and stabilized their coal 
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conveyor belts in omer to transport coal within mines. As regards rail 
transportation, Hon Gai-Cam Pha has more than 100 kilometers of mail line, dozens 
of locomotives and 2,300 railroad cars. ‘he majority of the locomotives have been 
equipped with diesel motors and can operate at full capacity. The railroad cars, 
however, are very old and many are unuseable. The track is in poor condition, 
many sections of rail are worn and ties have not been replaced. The corporation 
has invested capital in the purchase of additional locomotives and railroad cars 
and in the repair of the various rail lines; at the same time, it has organized a 
schedule of continuous operation in order to increase the number of train trips and 
unload trains rapidly, in an effort to deliver 18,000 tons of coal per day to the 
Cua Ong wharf and 6,000 tons of coal per day to the Hon Gai wharf. 


The installation of sorting machines within mines has reduced the difficulties 
encountered by the main sorting plants. [he Deo Nai mine has installed two 
additional machines, the Ha Tu mine has installed one machine and the Coc 6 mine 
has put into use a group of machines at Goc Thong which sort coal during all three 
shifts. che sorting machines within the mines are able to handle 200,000 tons 

of coal per month. However, most of the sorting of coal is still being done at the 
Coal lipple Enterprises of Hon Gai and Cua Ong. Hon Gai has repaired the sorting 
plant's conveyor belt and replaced old machine parts and shafts in order to maintain 
and gradually increase sorting machine capacity. Cua Ong is making maximum use of 
the sorting machines and coal washing machines of coal tipple number 1. Coal tipple 
number 2 has recently gone into operation. ihe modern coal washing process of using 
a jet stream of ordinary water is being researched and will soon be perfected. 
Shortages of electricity and water frequently bring sorting operations to a standstill 
and damage the components of machine systems. fhe various enterprises have taken 
the initiative and coordinated with related units to establish emergency teams that 
keep close watch on equipment and take prompt action when accidents occur. As ⸗ 
result, more than 10,000 tons of coal are being sorted per day. 


by taking the steps mentioned above, the Hon Gai-Cam Pha coal area has begun to 
increase the output of coal. he rate at which coal is mined might be even higher 
during the 4th quarter and the first months of next year.

MORE TRACTORS FOR SOUTH--Hanoi VNA 6 Dec--The eastern and western provinces 
of southern Vietnam in the past 4 years have been supplied with 3,100 tractors 
with an aggregate capacity of 188,500 hp. Most of the tractors have been 
sent to Minh Hai, Kien Giang and Hau Giang, the three important rice growing 
provinces in the Mekong River delta. Meanwhile, the private tractor owners 
have formed 295 collectives grouping 3,200 tractors. The state-owned 
tractors in the south have so far reclaimed 324,000 hectares of land of 
which 117,000 hectares have been put under cultivation. In the Mekong River 
delta, 24 state-farms have cleared 35,000 hectares of land for rice 
cultivation, Thanks to the tractors, Minh Hai Province has expanded its 
summe r-autumn rice acreage from 1,200 hectares in 1975 to 28,000 hectares 

in 1980. The southern provinces have also established a farming machine 
research and development centre, 112 tractor stations and 18 repair shops 
employing 4,000 mechanics and tractor drivers.

General inventory and aluation of the Assets Within the Communications- 
Transportation Sector” 


l Text_/ in keeping with the decision of the Council of Ministers on conducting a 
general inventory and re-evaluation of assets, the railroad, ocean transport, motor 
transport, river transport and highway sectors as well as the capital construction 
and other units under the Ministry of Communications and Transportation mobilized 
its primary professional departments and a large number of manual workers and 
tecnnical cadres, including a number of skilied, experienced workers and cadres 

who nave retired, to participate in this e fort. A number of ecommic and technical 
problems, such as determining actual wear ani re-evaluating assets on a first-hand 
basis and in accordance with the instructions from the Committee [o Guide the 
General inventory of the Central Committee, have begun to be resolved. 


.ne railroad cars of the railroad transportation sector are scattered throughout 

the country and their location changes from hour to hour, minute to minute. Numerous 
difficulties are usually encountered in the annual inventory of rolling stock and 
many railroad cars are usually omitted from the inventory. In this inventory, tne 
railroad sector had a specific plan for taking an inventory of its rolling stock, 
analyzing special characteristics and projecting future developments. More than 

500 rolling stock economic and technical cadres took an inventory of the rolling 
stock in Hanoi, Da Nang and Ho Chi Minh City and organized themselves into 64 teams 
that travelled to necessary points al_ng all rail lines and worked with the systen 
of professional staff agencies of the general department, the various railroad 
stations, the precincts, the transportation hubs, the various rolling stock repair 
facilities and the various trains. The inventory of all rolling stock in the country 
was systematically completed in 5 hours (from 1000 hours to 1500 hours on 8 September 
1960), thereby fully assessing the quantity of rolling stock, reducing the percentage 
of error compared to previous inventories ten-fold and laying a relatively accurate 
foundation f.r determining real depreciation and determining both the quality and 
value of each rail car. in the course of taking the inventory, the Railroad General 
Department discovered a number of additional rail cars in need of repair work and 
immediately sent mobile repair units to perform this work and put this stock back 
into use, thereby increasing transportation capacity and removing obstacles along the 
rail line and at stations. 
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a#ithin the ocean transport sector, tne Long-Distance Ocean Transport Corporation 
nas relatively accurately determined the technical comiition and actual wear of 
each ocean vessel. 


Un the basis of ite special characteristics and its organization of production, the 
port of Haiphong has organized 41 inventory teams and achieved initial results in 
the inventory of supplies and spare parts. 


Joint Projects Enterprise \uaber 4 in Ho Chi Minh City, which has several warehouses 
that contain large quantities of supplies and spare parts, mobilized a significant 
foree of workers and economic-technical cadres who are experienced anid responsible, 
including a sumber Who Know foreign languages, thereby conlucting ite inventory 
smoothly. As of 15 September, it had completed the inventory of one-third of its 
products. Manual workers and professional cadres of installations have gained a 
full grasp of the specifics, requirements, guidelines, methods and plan involved 
in the general inventory and the re-evaluation of assets. [he various sectors and 
levels have intensified their inspections and sent personne] directly to units to 
provide guidance, especially key units and units that are encountering many 
difficuities, in order to promptly uncover and rectify sistakes. 


in a number of cases in which instructional material and the data needed to make 
calculations are lacking, research is being continued in order to apply guidelines 
in @ creative, suitable and correct manner. Within the communications and 
transportation sector, after many years of large, unexpected debt, many units still 
have not given attention to taking an inventory based on stipulated requirements. 
Some units have not promptly classified their assets; there has been a lack of 
inspections, deliberation and accurate calculations on the part of persons in charge 
and the skilled workers and cadres of the unit and they have not relied upon actual 
inventories to determine and classify their assets. Mistakes also exist in the 
drawing of charts and the keeping of required lists of the various types of assets. 
Several units have not given appropriate attention to coordinating the taking of 


an inventory with creating the conditions for reorganizing the management of their 
assets. 


ine communications and transportation sector is focusing its efforts on completing 
tne general liventory well and on schedule and promptly conducting research in order 
to take steps to resolve the problems uncovered in the general inventory, revamp and 
turther improve management and mobilize, coordinate and utilize assets in order to 
nelp maxe good use of existing capacity.

PREVALENCE OF OBJECTIONABLE MUSIC IN SOUTH CRITICIZED 
Hanoi THANK NIBN / Youth_7 in Vietnamese No 7-8, Jul - Aug 80 pp 31-3

Text_7 At present, some of our youths are enraptured by a number of tape-recorded 
songs that were widely distributed in the provinces of the South by the Saigon puppet 
regime. it is very difficult to fully determine how many of these tapes exist because 
they were made in nuge quantities under unlimited production rights with the 
participation of all the most “lusty” voices and the most “fashionable” songwriters 
using the most modern recording technology and were, of course, advertised in ways 
that were most attractive and provocative to youths, especially the youths who 
grew up in the cities and towns of the South that were under the control of the 
Americans and the puppets. 


.ne persons who recorded tiis music used an age-old theme in classical eastern 
and western literature and art--tne theme of love--a theme that “transcends tine, 
mational boundaries and every class,” to support the spread of these songs amorg 
youtns and, to many youths, this probably is the most persuasive defense of their 
listening to this music, even to some youths in the socialist North. 


i think that even nen we reach communism, the issue of love--love between man 
and woman with all its tenderness and passion, with its preoccupation and even its 
unusual surprises--will still be a major fact of man's life, especially youths. 
-ne difference will perhaps nave to be found in something more fundamental, more 
basic. ‘his something is man’s philosophy of life. On this basis, our thinking 
avout love and the way we answer questions concerning it will differ. 


One question worth asking at this point is why did neo-colonialism “value” the 

love felt by the natives so? in broader terms, we must also raise the question of 
why tne powertul capitalists and the international arms dealers were so concerned 
about the love felt by youths of their own countries as well as other countries that 
they had to “protect” it? 


Their purpose in doing so was auch deeper than many persons think, a purpose not 
unlike killing many birds with one stone: using the theme of love, a very profoundly 
human theme (and even within the scope of music, in all nations of the world, ours 
included, songs about love constitute a very high, if not the overwhelming, percentage 














of the folk music of each country), they combined it with reactionary philosophical 
Viewpoints to produce musical products that were very attractive in form and 
@quivocal in content but which actually sowed a radical philosophy of life of 
individualism. The immediate objective was to direct the attention of everyone 
away irom tne questions of survival that each person faced in view of the country's 
situation. in one respect, the “sing for your compatriots” movement of the youths 
and studente of Saigon in early 1970 was designed to use the weapon of music, use 
songs rich in realism and militancy to awaken the youths in the gone under U,5S.- 
puppet control, to attract tneir attention through heart-rending or licentious 
“songs” and cause them to forget the country's situation and give nm attention to the 
aggressors and traitors. 


fhe second purpose was to support the “art for art's sake” point of view, which 
separates art from life or, in otner words, reduces the function of art and turns it 
into sometning designed purely for entertainment (only, of course, for those who 
enjoy art, not for the masterminds of this scheme, who knew the impact of art very 
well). it is this seemingly outmoded viewpoint that serves as the theoretical 
foundation of some backward youths and they have begun to repeat the refrain: 

"Don't put politics into music, it is so boring!” 


his deviated viewpoint has ied to tastes that are equally deviant and, worse yet, 
a small number of youths has contrasted the old songs that they like with revolutionary 
songs. 


However, there is an even deeper motive, namely, to undermine the revolution ina 
long-range manner by coordinating many factors that have a spiritual impact, music 
included among them, to weaken or abolish the results of the party's political 
education of youths and create an irreconcilable antagonism between the individual 
and the collective that gradually leads to attitudes of pessimism ami dissatisfaction 
and eventually to opposition against the collective. In view of our country's 
ciroumstances, at present, when the ..S. imperialists and the Beijing expansionists 
are collaborating to undermine the life of our people, the sowing of regative 

types of music has the effect of eroding the thinking and sentiments of our you ths 
and surely has beer and is included among their psychological warfare measures. 


Ordinarily, many young persons come to like these kinds of music for very simple 
reasons. ome like them vcecause of the very natural emotional needs of youth, a time 
of love. Otjectively speaking, we have very few good and wholesome songs for the 
Spiritual lives of youths. Our country was in a continuous state of war for more 
than 50 years and not much attention was given to writing ballads or songs about many 


of tne aspects of personal life. In the past few years, many musicians have been 
concerned witn correcting this shortcoming. 


Some velieve this to ve an age-old problem (as analyzed above) and see nothing 
“politically wrong.” Others are attracted by a few good or seductive singing voices, 
interesting and colorful accompaniment and even by the clear and beautiful sound of 
music recorded on tape. cLixe a very subtle, gradual and gentle form of seduction, 
tne “narcotics” of this music have an effect upon the listeners with each passing 
Gay and turn them into totally conscious addicts, which, in turn, leads to negative 
consequences of immeasurable proportions. [he reverie of the listener is first 
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evident in the fact that he has little regard for the impact of music while allowing 
himself to be drawn by external attractions with virtually no concern whatever for 
whether or not these attractions hold anything of substance or have any meaning. 


ve must first give our attention to the ambivalence of tnese old types of songs. 

in this ambivalence lies the sophistication of colonialism. Employing eastern ani 
western, modern and ancient ways of extolling love, it creates within the listener 

a feeling of beauty, a carefree feeling not bound by any political ties; in substance, 
it nypnotizes listeners and draws them from the orb of the national and class 
Struggles. To satisfy the tastes of each stratum of society, one can find everything 
from *he brazenness of Europe and America to the sensitivity, discretion and the 
classical elements of bygone feudal society; from the vulgar way foreign troops 
expressed their feelings to prayerful laments of a very deeply religious flavor 
complete with vod, reincarnation and so forth by the faithful. It is this unlikely 
mixture, one much like a smokescreen, that makes it difficult for us to distinguish 
between what is moral and what is not. If we listen to but one song and analyze 

it, we frequently find it very difficult to reach a conclusion concerning its 

mature. But, it is only necessary to listen to about 10 of these songs to get some 
idea of their intent. 


Provoking sexual desires is a characteristic of all of these old types of songs. 
Some deal with male and female physiology rather explicitly and describe pleasurable 
feelings and appealing features of women. Others are more discreet and sometimes 
even mention the Lord, God, reincarnation and so forth, but their lyrics and the 
manner in which they are presented bring sexual desires to mind. Here, it must be 
said in addition that in music, the performer is considered the second creator of 
the music. Sometimes, the particular lyrics of a song pose no problem whatsoever 
but when the singer sings them in a low, barely audible voice, in a sobbing voice 
or in suggestive moans, the sexual desires of the listener are provoked very 


strongly. 


This characteristic of tnese songs also causes their content to show disregard for 
all moral principles. Here, we are not speaking atout the songs of “combat troops” 
ot the army of the republic who raped and plundered wherever they went, but about 
the ratner large number of songs that stir feelings of secret love and promiscuous 
venavior (three-sided love affairs, secret love affairs of couples who are already 
married to other persons, love between student and teacher and so forth). What is 
harmul is that many songs are directed toward young men and women who are still 
pure, who are still in school, and attempt to lure, provoke and draw them into a 
life of mistakes. 1 had an opportunity to visit a facility to restore human dignity 
in the Jouth and was told by many young women that ane of the reasons they were 
enticed into a decadent life was these harmful songs. [hey abandoned their 
education and left their families for a very uncertain life of pleasure; in the 
end, they were deceived and their bodies were ruined. Nore than a few of them have 
contemplated committing suicide. 





Pessimism and a negative attitude in the face of life are also rather widespread in 

these :ongs and are usually expressed in the form of the private thoughts of 

persons who were betrayed in love, who want to fimi love but cannot and who sometimes 

feel trapped by the new circumstances, as was the case with the soldier of the republic 





killed in battle. In this desperation, this pessimism and boredom in the face of 
life, many songs appeal to the flesh through their lyrics and this partially 
explains the widespread nature at that time of songs about “love lost,” melancholy 
songs, etc. hey made every effort to poeticize the eadness in love and this, too, 
was consistent with the chaos and frustration that existed in society at that time, 
especially among youths. However, to persons who were in circumstances similar to 
those described in these songs (and this was rather prevalent in the zone under 
u.s.=-puppet control), these types of songs were no different than doses of narcotics; 
tney knawed at and permeated the souls of youths and helped lead them to tragic 

ends: either decadence and a life of crime or suicide. 


snere are also types of songs that use the feeling of love to stimulate lust by means 

of provocative music (rather lude rhythm) or humorous music (vulgar jokes and bantering); 
because of their extremely obvious lack of culture, not many persons are fans of these 
types of music and [, too, prefer not to discuss them here. 


The youtn of Vietnam are living in times of great significance in the history of 

our nation. The country nas been totally reunified and is building socialism; this 
is the time for each of us to contribute as much as possible to the common cause. 

In the face of difficulties, shortages and the consequences of several decades of 
war and the sabotage by the international reactionary powers, the most correct 
attitude that each youth can adopt is to take the lead in every task in production 
and in maintaining a readiness to fight in defense of the beloved fatherland. We 
cannot fold our hands and sit idly by nor can we adopt pessimistic, negative thinking 
and tolerate tne development of pleasure-seeking, individualistic thinking. In the 
confusing milieu of a society that is in a process of building itself, a society 
that feels numerous concerns and great joy, we should not waste our time sitting and 
listening to old, melancholy songs. 


It is sad that this type of music is usually liked very much by a number of idle youths. 
An illicit style of lite usually leads persons to illicit forms of pleasure. Very many 
of these types of songs have no artistic value at all and some are even anti-art. 
iney can only stir the feelings of uncultured youths, certainly not the feelings of 
persons who Know what to like. The great author Gorkiy wrote: “A person's degree of 
self-respect can, veside other methods, be measured by his disdain for the vulgar.” 

feel that the same thinking can be applied to ausic. 


I also teel tnat corrective action can only be successful if the responsible 

cultural and gusical agencies take more effective measures in the teaching of 
aesthetics and provide an increasingly large supply of good and attractive songs to 
youths, including good and pure ballads (about love between man and woman), thereby 
meeting a legitimate demand of youths. fhe needs in the musical life of youths are 
very rich and diverse. We cannot be satisfied with sweeping away that which is wrom, 
ratner, we must attach full importance to supplying that which is good and beautiful 
to youths. in the past few years, we have seen the emergence of many new songs on 

the radio or the theatrical stages and this trend will surely develop in the future. 


in the immediate future, in order to put an end to the vague attitude that exists 


concerning the old type of music of the saigon puppet regime and awaken a number of 
youths from the hypnotic spell of this music, the various levels of the Youth Union, 
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especially the municipal and city levels, must comiuct a widespread exchange of 
opinions and eventually put an end to the circulation, storage and dissemination of 
these types of musical products. I do not think that this can be done quickly 
because it must be placed within the framework of society and coordinated »)\°' 
efforts in many other areas (such as the civilized lifestyle, the attitude wd 
work, raising the cultural level and so forth); however, in the present sit on, 
in view of the policy of combating negative phemonena in every aspect of social 
life, displaying an unequivocal attitude toward this bourgeois music and generating 
widespread public opinion denouncing it are very necessary.

HANOI RESLDENTS MOsiLIZED TO BUILD NEw BCONONIC ZONE

{Article: “Hanoi Mobilizes the People [fo Go Build the New Economic Zone; the Lam 
Dong Economic Zone Has a Bumper Harvest of Grain and Industrial Crops” 7 


Text_/ In the past 4 years and more, nearly 2,000 families, consisting of nearly 
10,000 persons, in Hanoi have gone to build the new economic zone in Lam Dong (in 
1980, 3,500 persons moved to Lam Dong). 


with the exception of a number of persons who, because of poor health or because of 
being too lazy to work, have requested to be allowed to return to Hanoi, the majority 
of persons feel secure and have enthusiastically remained in Lam Dong, building 
cooperatives, state farms, enterprises and experimental stations and farms within 
the zone. In addition to working the stipulated number of mandays in production for 
the collective, many persons have taken the initiative and begun producing crops 

on the 100 square meters or more of land allocated to each family. 


In the next 2 years, Hanoi will try to mobilize 10,000 additional families and 
organize the systematic move by entire households and production units to build 
the new economic zone. The city is also organizing a shock youth force to build 
the new economic zone; soon, about 500 youths will depart for Lam Dong. Hanoi 

is implementing the policy of the state and applying the guidelines of the state . 
and the people working together, the city and the installations being concerned 
together and adopting reasonable systems and policies that provide incentive for 
people to go build the new economic zone. 


Over the pas’ several years, the wards within the city have mobilized many families 
of small merchants and many unemployed persons to work in agricultural production 
within the new econom.c zone. Hoam Kiem Ward has performed this work well, sending 
more thar 200 volunteers comprising 47 families to work in production at Lam Dong; 
the ward sent more than 100 youths ahead of these persons to build housing and 
prepare production conditions for then. 


Yen Phu Precinct in Ba Dinh ward has mobilized the largest number of persons, and 
these persons began working in production earlier than anyone else within the new 
economic zone. Exchanging their old home for their new one, large numbers of persons 
in the districts in the outskirts of the city have eagerly left to tuild their second 
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homes. Persons from Gia Lam District were the first persons from the city to 
arrive in the new economic zone; the district has sent persons to the new economic 
zone during each year since 1976; at present, there are 324 families with nearly 
1,600 persons from the district building a cooperative bearing the name of their 
district within the new economic zone. In the past year, Tam Xa Village in Dong 
Anh District, a place that has a stable standard of living and a relatively high 
income, sent 106 families consisting of 479 persons, 250 of whom were laborers, to 
the new economic zone at one time in order to have the forces needed to build a 
separate cooperative. 


Over the past several years, Dan Phuong District, which has a high rice yield, has 
mobilized more than 600 families consisting of more than 3,000 persons to go build 
the new economic zone; this year, it has sent another 610 persons, 429 of whom are 
laborers, to Lam Dong, thereby surpassing the norm assigned it by the city. Even 
more persons will be mobilized next year in order to establish three cooperatives 
within the zone. Many district cadres have gone to Lam Dong to conduct research 
and help the people .ngage in production with peace of mind and build the new 
economic zone. The people within the district have volunteered to contribute 5 
mandays per year per laborer (with each manday being worth 1 dong) to establish a 
new economic zone support fund for the entire district. As a result, in addition 
to the subsidies provided by the state, each person receives an additional 200 
kilograms of paddy when he leaves for Lam Dong and each laborer receives an 
additional 200 dong, thereby helping everyone to reduce the difficulties faced 
during the initial period within the new economic zone. Several other districts 
are adopting this practice of Dan Phuong District. 


inis year, the state farms, cooperatives and families of cooperative members within 
the new economic zone of Hanoi in Lam Dong Province sowed more than 2,000 hectares 
of grain and industrial crops. During its recent first harvest, the zone harvested 
1,056 tons of corn kernels and dozens of tons of peanuts and beans of various types; 
it is now making every effort to cultivate, fertilize ami protect its second crops, 
such as corn, rice, potatoes, peanuts and beans of various types. It has been 
estimated that this harvest will exceed 1,000 tons, including about 30 tons 

of black beans for exportation. In addition, they will also harvest nearly 1,500 
kilograms of silk cocoons and 65 tons of pine resin and a number of other products 
of economic value. 


The zone has cleared and put under permanent intensive cultivation nearly 3,200 
hectares; the various state farms, cooperatives and cooperative members have given 
their attention to combating erosion and accelerating intensive cultivation in order 
to increase crop yields. Several seed trial stations and farms, cooperatives and 
production units and many cooperative member families have achieved corn yields in 
excess of 2 tons per hectare; peanuts, soybeans and the other types of beans have 
also produced rather high yields.
